T here is no county in northern M innesota, w hich is destined 
to becom e one of the g reatest dairy sections in the country, better 
equipped by natural resources than is Crow W ing county to be­ 
com e a leader in the dairy industry o f the state. 
In the last few' 
years rapid progress has been m ade over the en tire county w ith 
better m ethods b eing used, and the continued grad in g up of the 
herds. 
Corn grow s as abundantly and hay crops are as profuse 
as in any section o f the state and there is no reason w hv C row 
W ing cou n ty should not becom e a leader w ithin th e next Jew 
years. 
W ith better cow s in the herds and the production of m ore 
and better grade m ilk, m ore cream eries w ill lie encouraged to 
locate here. 
. 
Dairying has a good start hero in 
f row Wing county hut ii is not a*> 
yet developed as it should be and in 
not as generally practiced as it is 
hound to be in the 
future. 
Crow 
Wing county farmers 
are 
milking 
numerous cows, but the average pro­ 
duction per cow is low’er than it 
might be with 
more 
tow 
testing 
work to eliminate the "boarders.** 
More pure bred sires are needed. The 
business men and the bankers of the 
county realize this and are aiding 
and boosting for this desirable thing. 
At the present time 
the 
average 
production per cow is below that for 
the entire state, being 3,078 pounds 
per year for each cow, which condi­ 
tion must be remedied 
before 
the 
county can take a place among the 
leaders in dairy production in the 
state. 
Nature favored the Northwest with 
luxuriant 
grasses 
and 
clover, 
a 
healthful climate, fertile soils, and 
innumerable lakes and streams —an 
ideal dairying 
country. 
Nowhere 
can one learn to appreciate the tre­ 
mendous importance of the industry, 
and its beneficial effect on busings, 
than in this vast territory, which 
only yesterday passed through Its 
pioneering days. 
And no section of 
the Northwest Is better favored b> 
Nature 
with 
natural 
advantages 
than Crow Wing county for the suc­ 
cessful development of this industry. 
The farmers more and more are tu rn ­ 
ing to the dairying industry and are 
equipping their farms with build­ 
ings and machinery that will aid in 
its successful pursuit. 
There ar*; 
now In the county nearly one hun­ 
dred silos. 
Successful dairying demands the 
highest type of men. 
Dairy farm­ 
ers might be called the super-farm­ 
ers who have brought agriculture to 
its highest development. 
They are 
not ‘‘flush’’ one year and “ flat” the 
next. 
They are engaged In a per­ 
manent business, which produces a 
steady monthly cash income. 
They 
practise diversified farming, and b e ­ 
cause they return to the soil the 
greatest amount of fertility. lead in 
the production of corn, alfalfa, clover 
and other crops. 
Hogs pay them well 
because they utilize skim milk, but­ 
termilk and other by-products of th** 
dairying industry. 
Dairy farmers 
are 
more 
than 
farmers for they are business men 
as well. 
Here in Minnesota they own 
a 
total 
of 
622 
creameries 
and 
throughout the Northwest they own 
more creameries than will be found 
in all the rest of the United States. 


Towns located in dairy counties ar* 
fortunate indeed for they are Wit* 
creators of new wealth. 
Business is 
always good in the dairy towns be­ 
cause the milk and cream is sold 
dally instead ot annually. 
Here in 
Crow Wing county ihere 
are 
fivt 
creameries with a total of 756 pa­ 
trons and almost $300,000.00 is paid 
out annually to the patrons for but­ 
ter fat. 
With the new policies of selling 
recently inaugurated by the Minne­ 
sota Co-operative creameries associa­ 
tion, the largest creamery organiza­ 
tion in the country, it will be made 
Increasingly profitable to the farm­ 
ers to operate co-operative creamer­ 
ies. 
While the association In the 
past has bean largely a service or­ 
ganization it will now become an ac ­ 
tive marketing agency. 
It will en­ 
able the farmers to sell his butter 
on the highest market regardless of 
whether that market is In New York 
or Chicago or any other big city. 
It 
will regulate shipping to eliminate 
dumping. 
Indicative of the fact that farmers 
over the entire state 
an* 
rapidly 
turning to dairying are the figures 
for tile last year .showing an Increase 
of milch cows from 1,578,000 Ja n ­ 
uary I, 1922, to 1,641,000 January 
I, 1923. 
It has been forcibly Illu­ 
strated during the last few years 
that a direct monthly income is one 
wray of relieving present day finan­ 
cial difficulties. 
Other cattle, ex­ 
clusive* of the milch cows show a 
slight reduction. 
This was large­ 
ly made up by the increase In milch 
cows. 
Each year has added to the 
number of dairy animals in this coun­ 
ty. 
A significant fact concerning these 
creameries of Minnesota is that New 
York will pay a premium price for 
their output and this is true of the 
other eastern markets as well. There 
are two principal reasons for this. 
First 
because 
Minnesota 
farmer 
creamery owners supply their cream­ 
eries with the finest quality of raw 
material— clean cream, produced by 
the healthiest dairy 
cows 
in 
the 
world. 
Second, because Minnesota's 
creamery butter makers are world’s 
champions 
They know how to turn 
good butter fat into prize winning 
butter, the kind that commands top 
prices always. 
Minnesota n best and 
most successful creameries pay their 
patrons top prices because they buy 
on a quality basis. 
The man w*i» , 
filthy rotten cream cannot sell it to

the campus. 
Assistant of States Attorney Rob­ 
ert E. Crowe named James Patterson, 
star athlete and one of the students 
who admitted attempting to spread 
a suicide theory. 
Patterson named George Merrick 
and Judge Harry Olson as his counsel 
in the suicide propaganda, It was 
declared. 
The 
two 
trustees 
denied 
the 
charge. 
Patterson was asserted to 
have said lie had no intention of 
blocking any probe by the state au­ 
thorities but intended that bis ac­ 
tivities should produce results on 
the campus only. 
Louis Henke, a fraternity leader, 
was declared by Crowe to have ad­ 
mitted writing an anonymous let­ 
ter to th** states attorneys office con­ 
taining “suicide propaganda". 
C ro w e in asserting there is "no 
power on earth strong enough to stop 
this 
investigation” 
also 
admitted 
thfej he was trying to trace "campus 
gossip” that states officials had been 
“ fixed”. 
Phyllis Trojan, a co-ed, friend of 
Arthur Persinger, a hazing victim, 
was quoted by the states attorney as 
denying knowledge of an anonymous 
letter written to Mrs. J. L. Mount, 
Leighton’s mother, dei daring that the 
body of Leighton would be found at

There is no county in northern M innesota, which is destine* 
to becom e one of the greatest dairy sections in the country, better 
equipped by natural resources than is C row W ing county to be 
com e a leader in the dairy industry of the state. 
In the last few 
years rapid progress has been made over the entire county w it 
better m ethods being used, and the continued grading up of the 
herds. 
Corn grow s as abundantly and hay crops are as profuse 
as in any section of the state and there is no reason w hy Crow 
W ing county should not becom e a deader w ith in the next dew 
years. 
W ith better cow s in the herds and th e production of m ore 
and better grade m ilk, m ore cream eries w ill be encouraged to 
locate here. 
Dairying has a good sta rt here in 
Crow Wing county hut it is not as 
yet developed as it should be and is 
not as generally practiced as it is 
hound to be in the 
future.

AT a glance it would ate EK that the people of a nation have the 
right to decide the foreign policy of their government, nqr would 
further thought change this conclusion. 
In a democracy the peo­ 
ple have the right to decide anything hut this right does not guar­ 
antee that their decision will he wisely made. 
In exercising a 
right people may do wrong. 
Hights must be intelligently exer­ 
cised if, in the pursuit of those things that are allowed, wrongs 
are not to follow. 
I 
Surely, it would seem, the English neople have the right to 
decide as to whether their government shall break off commercial 
relations with Russia. 
If trade relations are severer! the people 
will lose out through the loss of Russian business which helps to 
provide emplyoment for those who toil. 
Such a position seems to 
be abundantly justified in a country where the people have the 
right to express their desires, but in exercising this right they may 
prepare for serious consequences through the interference of 
Russia. 
Assuming that the English trawlers did not violate any laws 
while fishing near Russian shores, Russia was not justified in 
interfering with the operation of the- trawlers, and when abe did 
interfere she violated the rights of another country. 
The British 
government felt compelled to call Russia to time, and when the 
ultimatum had been sent the British public expressed Its disap­ 
proval of the threat contained in ft. 
Self interest demanded fhat 
trade relations with Russia he continued. 
Iii doing what they did the government wgg proceeding ac­ 
cording to the usage in such matters. 
Russia had broken a law, 
and Russia must he advised of this fact and told th$l if she did 
not explain her position and cease such lawless practices, Britain 
would be compelled to penalize her by breaking off trade relations. 
*B.v taking the stand they have taken the British public is inviting 
Russia to continue her defiance of the British government. 
The 
stand of the public condones this lawlessness by removing any 
penalty that the government might impose. 
In such a case as this there is a danger that democracy may 
be carried too far. 
When the pepole begin to interfere with the 
operation of the law, national or international, orderly processes 
will break down and the world will become a cockpit. 
Of course, 
the interference with fishing trawlers is a smalf matter compared 
with the employment of the British neople, but small matters 
sometimes are related to great principles. 
The Boston tea party 
• was not much in itself, but it stood for a lot. 
Laws cannot be vin. 
lated with impunity if the integrity of nations and of the world 
is to be preserved, and even the self interest of people should not 
stand in the way of the enforcement of law. 
When law goes, 
security goes; und anything that weakens law in the present in­ 
vitee an unhappy future.

him. However people are not changed in a minute, bv the process 
of revolution, and the methods that they have been taught by the 
power against which they revolt, are certain to be used by them 
upon those responsible for the order that went down hi the revo­ 
lution. 
A re-reading of Carlyle’s 
French Revolution" is helpful 
when one wishes to see how a people behaves when they haw 
freed themselves from the autocracy that has been crushing them, 
and to appreciate the fact that, whatever party is in power, the 
same kind of methods are employed.

At the same tithe per 
mission was granted to the Yale-1 larvard team to make a trip to England. 
This action must have caused a loud laugh at Yale and Harvard, as the A. A. 
U. has no more to say over athletics at Yale and H arvard than Commissioner 


Landis has. 
Paddock then sailed and it was threatened that he would be declared a 
professional, but the grounds were not made known. 
Bines he sailed, Paddock has been censured because lie did not compete 
in the Pennsylvania relay carnival. 
The fact of tile m atter is that Paddock could not compete in the Penn 
carnival aud he was barred from taking p art in the inter-collegiate cham ­ 
pionships, the only two events of im portance in the east. 
The University of Southern California wanted to send a team, including 
Paddock, to the internallegiates this month and to do so it was necessary to 
be granted a membership in the Inter-Collegiate Amateur Athletic Associa­ 
tion of America, the governing body of college athletics in the east, which is 
more familiarly known as the “I. 
Four A’s.’’ 
Southern California’s application was turned down on the technical 
grounds that tile application was not accompanied by a detailed statem ent 
of the university's eligibility rules.
